The I.C.R. fol- 
lows the Metapedia for almost 50 
miles, to where it empties into the 
Restigouche at Metapedia Station, 8 
miles above tidewater. The Causaps- 
cal joins the Motapedia 35 miles 
above Metapedia Station. 

‘he Causapscal is owned entirely 
by the Restigouche Club, who also 
control most of the Metapedia, anda 
good deal of the Restigouche. 

The Upsalquitch has been reserved 
by the New Brunswick Government, 
and is leased at $2 per day per rod, 
There is a great deal of good water, 
and a dozen or more fishermen would 
not be in each other’s way. Fishing 
in the Restigouche and Metapedia is 
good from May until August, the Up- 
salquitch is at its best in July. The 
salmon in each river are ontirely dis- 
tinct and can be told at a glance by 
the guides; those in the Upsalquitch 
are a trifle smaller than the others. 

Campbellton, N.B., at the mouth 
of the river, is the only considerable 
town in the Restigouche country, 
and is a good place for headquarters. 
The Royal, aforesaid, is a good 
friendly place to stop, cheap withal, 
and Billy Sproul is its prophet— 
good sportsman, with an intimate 
knowledge of all the water.

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KNOWLEDGE OR CULTURE. 


View of Prof. Goldwin Smith on the Ob- 
ject of Universities, 


Mr. Goldwin Smith, writing in The 
London Daily News on the object of 
Universities, says: 

Knowledge or culture, which of 
these is the proper object of the uni- 
versity? The two.are not mutually 
exclusive. Culture of a certain kind 
goes with all high knowledge. Men-4 
tal exercise, developing the faculties, 
goes with all acquisition of know- 
ledze, indeed, with all worthy use 
of the mind. The two things which 
are mutually exclusive are purely sci- 
entific or mechanical knowledge and 
cultivation of the taste. 

The original object of the univers- 
ity was knowledge. ‘This was the 
object even of the university, if it is 
to be so called, of Athens, where 
students like Cicero and his son 
sought, not mere cultivation of the 
mind or of the taste, but a practical | 
rule of life. Knowledge was the ob- 
ject of the mediaeval universities, 
even of those,of which the staple was 
Scholastic Philosophy, since it was 
then iniagined that mental introspec- 
tion was the key to objective truth 
still more plainly of universities like 
Padua or Bologna, whose staple was 
the Civil or Canon Law, then a most 
lucrutive profession; or of Solerno, 
whose staple was Medicine. The 
Trivium and Quadrivium were a 
course of study in all departments of 
knowledge looking to the profession- 
al study as the end. 

The statutes of Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, Oxford, founded by Bishop Fox, 
of the MRenaissance, comprised a 
classical education. But to a Rena- 
issance founder the ancient languages 
would present themselves as the key 
to all the knowledge worth having. 


and rather a mournful history, in 
connection with the English univers- 
In thé Middle’ Ages the col- 
leges were all clerical, the Fellows 
being required to take orders. But 
in the Middle Ages a clerk was not 
estranged by his tonsure from secul- 
ar studies, All intellectual callings 
were clerical. All students were 
“termed ‘‘clerks,’’ in opposition to 
the townsmen, who were laics. Then 
came the Reformation and drew a 
sharp line between those who were 
devoted to the ministry and those 
who were not. 
happened that the colleges with their 
clerical restrictions absorbed the uni- 
versity. ‘The consequence Was that 
science and secular studies generally 
became atrophied or were banished ; 
the ancient Ianguages, which were 
still necessary for ministerial educa- 
tion, alone holding their ground, 
though at Cambridge Newton’s influ- 
ence when it came gave & special 
footing to mathematics. Utility for 
the mass of the students having thus 
departed, culture was set up as the 


object of the university course. In 
the case of the ‘‘class men’’ it might | 
be and no doubt was, a reality. In 


the case of the ‘‘pass men,’’ who did 
not read for honors, but only cram- 
med classics enough to squeeze 
through a very limited examination 
and never opened the books after- 
ward, it was a sham. The lives of | 
the ‘‘pass men,” or, as at Cambridge 
they were called, the ‘‘pall men,’’ at 
the universities were almost wasted | 
so fur as knowledge or mental train- 
ing was concerned. 

Thus, in making knowledge the ob- 
ject of a university, we are reverting 
to the original ideal. High know- 
ledge no doubt it ought to be. A 
university is not intended to be a} 
mechanic’s shop.

When Manitoba entered the Confed- 
eration its agricultura) production 
| found no place in the records. In 
1881 it was entered as producing 1,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat on an acre- 
age of 51,300, and 1,270,268 bushels 
of oats. In 1893 the acreage of 
wheat was 1,000,000, and the yield 
15,615,000 bushels, and the yield of 
oats was nearly 10,000,000 bushels. 
To-day Manitoba has 2,000,000 
acres under wheat, and there are at 
least 500,000 acres more in the Ter- 
ritories, and there has been commen- 
surate progress in all departments of 
agriculture. When it was remarked 
other day that Saskatchewan 


local journal said that the estimate 
was below the mark. Manitoba and 
the Territories are filled with the. 
sons of Ontario, bat the older Pro- 
vince takes pleasure in the progress 
of its younger rivals, and in the 
westward movement sees the signs of 
the growth of our common country. 
Ontario and Quebec, however, have 
by no means reached tho limit of 
their growth. Both have territory 
to the north far exceeding in area 
the well-settled districts, and pos- 
sessing rich resources in fertile, wood- 
ed and mineral lands,

The idea that the human brain is 


an organ so extremely delicate in 
its structure that it cannot bear 
the slightest physical hurt some- 


times appears to receive a contra~ 
diction in the experience of people 
who have met with peculiar injuries 
to the head. The history of brain 
surgery presents some remarkable 
facts in regard to the extent to 
which the thinking organ will some- 
times resist the elfects of external 
injury. It has been shown that in 
some cases quantities of its sub- 
stance may be removed without ap- 
preciably diminishing the normal in- 
telligence of the patient; while some 
have been known to carry the most 
extraordinary foreign substances em- 
bedded in their skulls for years.

TEMPORARY INCONVENIENCE. 


A French soldier who received a 
bullet in his head during the Franco- 
German War of 1870 carried it there 
for twenty-seven years, and was said 
to have felt no _ ill-efiects till 1897, 
when it one day worked its way 
jdownward into the mouth and so 
rid him of its presence. 

In the case

“Sonderbund”’ War, he lived to car- 
ry the leaden souvenir in his brain 
for forty-three years, and it was not 
extracted till after his death. 

These two remarkable cases, how- 
ever, seem to be beaten by another 


that has quite recently been brought4 


to light, the case being that of an 
old soldier, who for over half a 
century has carried in his head the 
bullet received during the Austrian 
rebellion of i838. 

Would-be suicides have occasionally 
put bullets into their brain to no 
purpose; and perhaps one of the 
most astounding cases of recent 
years was that dealt with at the 
Richmond Hospital only a year or 
so ago. The patient had in vain 
tried to take his life by shooting 
himself in the head, and after thus 
placing two bullets in his brain he 
was immediately conveyed in a cab 
to the hospital.. But he was so 
little affected at the time by the pre- 
sence of the bullets in his head that 
he actually alighted from the vehicle 
Walked along the garden path and 
up the steps of the hospital, and 
was then able to give an intelligent 
account of what had taken place. |

of self-inflicted injury that came 
before the doctors at Guy’s Hos- 


pital a few months later the would- 
be suicide, after firing a revolver bul- 
let into his heac, was discovered 
smoking ,his pipe aS if nothing very | 
serious had happened; and though 
the bullet had penetrated the skull 
to the depth of 84 inches, he was 
able to walk part of the way to the 
hospital and there undress himselt | 
without assistance previous to un- 
dergoing examination. 

The effects of removing bullets | 
from the brain are sometimes as re-| 
markable as any of the foregoing, | 
and perhaps in this connection men- 
tion may be made of the case of a 
military cadet operated on by a doc- 
tor of Vienna just recently. On re-

Don’t venture into unknown tide 
waters without companions.  Cur- 
rents are very treacherous and de-, 
ceiving, especially in rivers, and !

Don’t dive 
into unfamiliar waters. Rocks and 


stumps often lurk below the surface, 
and every year broken necks result 
because of them., 

Don’t dive into shallow waters 
with muddy bottoms. If your head 
strikes the bottom with sufficient 
force, you may be held in the mud, 


and be suffocated. Don’t confine 
yourself to one stroke unless in rac- 
ing. Vary your «ovements so as 


not to overwork one set of muscles. 
Keep your mouth shut as much as 


possible, for unexpected gulps of 
water are often drawn into the 
windpipe and thereby cause the 
swimmer to strangle and lose his 


head. Don’t fail to keep a cool head 
when caught in strong eddies. 

Don’t neglect to rub your body 
thoroughly with vaseline, before go- 
ing on a long swim, say of a mile 
or over. In this way the prolonged 
submersion will have no ill-effects. 
Don’t drink whiskey or Jamaica gin- 
ger before going into the water. 
Wait until you come ovt if you want 
a stimulant. Women should wear 
the lightest bathing suits possible. 
Most of the garments worn in the 
water are heavy enough to drag a 
school of porpoises to the bottom. 

Breathe regularly while swimming, 
onee with every complete stroke, 
Keep the head as low in the water 
as’ possible, and, last, but not least, 
don’t go swimming alone. Even in 
shallow waters it is best to have a 
companion near in case of emerg-

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COLLIERIES ABANDONED. 


Mine Property Damaged to Extent 
of $1,500,000. 

A Shenandoah, Pa., despatch says: 
William Stein, the State Mine In- 
spector for the Shenandoah region 
on Thursday announced that five 
collieries under his jurisdiction which 
have an estimated value of $1,500,- 
000, have been rendered useless by 
reason of having been flooded, 
have been permanently abandoned by 
the companies owning them.

IN DESTITUTE CONDITION. 


Welsh in Patagonia Likely to Fol- 
low Friends to Canada, 


An Ottawa despatch says: Mr. W. 
L. Griffith, Canadian Government 
Agent in Wales, has just returned 
from a visit to the Welsh Patagonian 
settlement at Salt Coats, N. W. T, 
The Welshmen now in the West have 
proved successful settlers. An effort 
will be made to bring the remainder 
of the colony now in Patagonia to 
Canada, as -they have suffered very 
much lately from rains and floods, 
and the people are in a destitute con- 
dition.’ The Chebut Valley is again 
flooded. The melting snows in the 
Andes, together with an unusually 
heavy rainfall, have created an over- 
flow in the river which has caused 
the capital of the colony, Rawson, 
to be flooded, and the towns of Tre 
lew and Garman are under water, 
and the poor people are fleeing to the 
hills for shelter and safety. here is 
a scarcity of the first necessities of 
life, and altogether the condition of 
the people is deplorable.

For those who have never 
been here to help in harvesting, and 
who have no particular place to go, we 
are arranging that they shall be met at 
“Winnipeg by delegate farmers from all 
points in the province and taken out to 
their various districts. This is to pre- 
vent congestion at any station. A pass 
is also given to all such from Winnipeg 
to destination. 

“You will see, therefore, that there 
is no interference with men who know 
their destination, and that every as- 
sistance possible is to be given by the 
officials of this department in locating 
those who may come to assist us for the 
first time. There is nothing, therefore, 
to deter any one from coming. They 
axe wanted, and will receive every at- 
tention and assistance possible,” / 

Tt is hoped that the Bastérn Canadian 
press will put this matter in its proper 


Some interesting information regarding 
the way the farm laborers will be 
handled is given by the Manitoba Goy- 
ernment in a statement made by Mr. 
Hugh McKellar, of the Department of 
Agriculture, in reply to the following 
letter received from a person in Ontario: 

‘Please say what arrangements you 
will have at Winnipeg for sending farm 
Jaborers to certain localities where they 
may desire to go. Upon inquiry I find 
many of those contemplating going 
from this locality have velatives, friends 
ox farmers for whom they have worked 
before, and for whom they have prom- 
ised to work again should they return. 
These. parties will decline to go unless 
some arrangement is made whereby 
they can be sure of being ticketd through 
to their desired destination.” 

The following is Mr. McKellar’s reply 
which concisely sums up what the Gov- 
ernment has done in the way of prepar- 
ing for the distribution of the laborers 
from the East: 

“Mhe question you raise is the one 
that impressed itself most forcibly upon 
me last year in considering any change 
in our method of distributing harvest 
hands. I consider it absurd to dictate 
to any man where he should go, espec- 
ially when men have definite places in 
view. There is nothing, however, in 
this year’s arrangements that will pre- 
vent men from going to their friends or 
to those for whom they have worked in 
former years, if they advise such friends 
or farmers that they are coming, so that 
such friends or farmers do not engage 
others.

Hxamples of Adulterated Goods :— 
Melton, 42 in. wide, 6d. to 7d. per 
yard, extensively used for skirts and 
frocks, contains no wool, being ab- 
;Solutely all cotton warp, the weft 
being entirely spun from rags and a 
little raw cotton blended together 
to give it strength—sold as woollen 
goods. It is stated that thousands 
of pieces are sold weekly in the 
shape of meltons, serges and the 
like, and that the art of finishing 
as practised in Yorkshire has reach- 
ed such a state of perfection, that 
it is now quite possible to hide froin 
the ultimate buyer the defects of the 
fabric, particularly hiding the foun- 
dation material of the cloth. 

In the Yorkshire Daily Observer of 
March 29th last, reference is made 
to a cheap class of coverts brought 
out by some leading manufacturers, 
composed of a mixture of worsted 
Warp, and a cheap carded weft term- 
ed Angola a hibh sounding name for 
a blend of cotton with mungo. 
Waving a satin or Venetian weave, 
the welt is thrown on the back of 
the cloth, leaving the face with a 
worsted appearance. The cloth is 
well constructed and has a large de- 
mand.

‘The damage done by the 
Hessian fly was very slight, the plots at 
the College being practically free from 
the ravages of this insect in 1902, 
VARIpTIDS.—Ninety-five varieties of 
winter wheat were grown at the Col- 
lege this year. Tho ten varieties giving 
the greatest yield of grain per acre, 
starting with the highest, were as fol- 
lows: Extra Barly Windsor, Dawson’s 
Golden Chaff, Imperial Amber, Pedi- 
gree Genesee Giant, Prize Taker, Econ- 
omy, New Columbia, White Golden 
Cross, Early Ontario, and Johnson, 
The Extra Harly Windsor very closely 
resembles the Dawson’s Golden Chaff 
variety. Those varieties possessing the 
stiffest straw were the Dawson’s Golden 
Chaff, Extra Early Windsor, Clawson 
Longberry, and American Bronze. 
Experiments have shown that the 
sprouting of wheat greatly injures it for 
seed purposes as well as for flour pro- 
duction. All of the varieties at the 
College this season were more or less 
sprouted before they could be harvested. 
Those varieties which sprouted the 
least were the Red Cross, McPherson, 
Wisconsin, Triump, and Reliable, and 
those which sprouted the most were the 
Pedigree Genesee Ciant, Barly Arcadi- 
an, and Oregon. Fifty-seven varieties

PREPARATION OF THIS Lanp.—In an 
experiment conducted for four years, 
winter wheat grown on land on which 
a crop of field peas was used as a green 
manure, produced an annual ayerage of 
22.1 per cent. more wheat per acre more 
than on land where a crop of buckwheat 
was plowed under, In another experi- 
ment which was carried on for one year, 
winter wheat grown on land prepared 
from clover stubble produced 20.6 per 
cent, more wheat per acre than on land 
prepared from timothy stubble. In a 
two years’ test with commercial fertili- 
zers, an application of 160 pounds of 
nitrate of soda per acre increased the 
yield of wheat 18.8 per cent. 

VALUb OF SpED FROM WHAT CUT 
Av Dirrprent Stacus or Maruriry. 
—For seven years in succession, five 
plots of each of two varieties of winter 
wheat were sown at the same time in 
the autumn, and cut at five different 
dates in the following summer, a week 
being allowed between each two dates 
of cutting. Seed from each of the sey- 
enty cuttings was sown and the crop 
therefrom was harvested when ripe. In 
the average results of these tests it is 
found that the heaviest weight of grain 
per measured bushel and the the largest

‘The varieties 
without beards were sprouted as badly 
as those with beards, and the hard 
wheats were sprouted slightly more 
than the softer varieties. The white 
wheats, as a class, however, were 
sprouted much worse than the red var- 
ieties. 

A deputation of ten persons from the 
Dominion Millers’ Association visited 
the College during the past summer, 
and after examining the different var- 
jeties of winter wheat, recommended 
that the following varieties be grown 
extensively in Ontario: Red wheat— 
Michigan Amber, and Turkey Red, and 
white wheat—Early Genesee Giant and 
Bulgarian. 

SrLEecTioN op Spep.—The average 
results of six years’ experiments show 
that large plump seed yielded seven 
bushels, fifty-one pounds of wheat per 
acre more than the shrunken seed; and 
six bushels, thirty-three pounds more 
than the small plump seed. Sound 
wheat produced five times as great a 
yield of both grain and straw as seed 
which had been broken in the process 
of threshing. 

TREATMENT FOR STINKING SMUT.— 
In the average of four years’ tests, seed 
wheat infested with smut spores pro- 
duced grain containiug the following 
number of smut balls per pound of 
wheat: Untreated, 456; treated with 
potassium sulphide, 11; treated with 
copper sulphate (bluestone) 2; and 
treated with hot water, 1. 

The copper sulphate (Bluestone) treat- 
ment consisted in soaking the seed for 
twelve hours in a solution made by dis-

Mhe article '' Why is Wool so Choap Vy 
previously published, furt her states 
that shoddy is the great feature in the 
trade of one of the loading towns of the 
Hoavy Woolen District of Yorkshire, 
and it is well known that the mills do 
turn out an enormous weight of goods, 
the material being compos 1d mostly of 
shoddy, cotton and the like, Sixteon- 
ponce to oighteenpence per yard (broad 
width), is the price of these so called 
woolen goods, and plenty of attractive 
fabrics are made at less, 

[t is also stated that Scotch manu- 
facturers of tweeds, who hitherto used 
no shoddy, have had to resort to its use 
in order to compete with the composi- 
tion of similar articles largely composed 
of shoddy produced in several Yorkshire 
towns and elsewhere, 

Phe manufacture of artificial—and it 
is somewhat difficult to understand the 
designation—is said to be a large indus- 
try supplying manufacturers with a 
cheap substitute for the real article.

The Elephant In Ancient History. 

The word used both in Assyrian and 
in Hebrew for the elephant is habba, 
which survives to the present day in 
the vernacular of the Malabar coast 
and of Ceylon as the name of the 
Indian elephant. This is usually re- 
garded as conclusively showing that 
Solomon must have traded with India, 
but the curious fact remains that the 
Deyptian name of the elephant is ab 
or abu, which appears to be the same 
word. In like manner the Hebrew 
word for the apes which Solomon’s 
traders brought from the east, is koph, 
which has been compared with the 
Tamil name for the monkey. It also 
occurs in the Sanskrit as kapi, and was 
adopted by the Greeks as kepos or 
kebos and by the Latins as cepus, but 
here also we are confronted by the 
fact that the Pgyptian word for ape is

COST OF FREDING. 


At o milking trial held in connec- 
tion with one of the recent summer 
Shows in ISngland, the cow which 
Was awarded the first prize produced 
over G gallons of milk in the day, 
and her milk was so rich in quality 
that it produced over 4 pounds of 
butter. At the same show there 
were on exhibition other cows of the 
Same breed and practically the same 
size and weight which produced only 
2 to 3 gallons of milk and barely 1 
pound of butter. It would be a mis- 
take to suppose that the feeding of 
one of the last named would cost 
as much as the six-gallon cow; be- 
cause, aS a rule, the better milker a 
cow is the more food will she con® 
sume, It is only natural that a cow 
yielding 6 gallons of milk should re- 
quire » much more liberal food ra- 
tion than one producing less than 
half that quantity. Vhe difference 
in the cost of feeding the cows in 
question would not, however, be 
anything like so marked as _ their 
relative milk yields would suggest, 
In practice it is found that cows 
producing only 14 gallons to 2 gal- 
lons—that is, 6 to 8 quarts—per 
day cost as much to keep as those 
yielding double that quantity. It 
is only when calculations of this 
kind are gone into that the differ- 
eee aoe teen Boot and bad milkers 
can be properly estimated.

FEEDING YOUNG TURKEYS. 


_ After the eggs are all hatched and 


the young turks are taken off and 
placed in their house and yard, give 
them their first meal which should he 
stale bread crumbs soaked in milk, 
and hard-boiled eggs. Boil an egg 
five minutes and it will be tough and 
indigestible, but boil it half an hour 
and it will be easily crumbled. When 
four or five days old begin feeding 
curds, and give all the sour milk 
they will drink. Chop onion tops 
and léttuce and give with the food 
until they begin picking young and 
tender grass. Twice or three times 
a week give a little pepper in the 
food. Don’t give too much—their 
mouths are not lined with sheet 
iron—but season as if you expected 
to eat it yourself. 


By the third week, begin feeding 
cooked corn meal. Do not give a 
full meal at first, but add a little 
more each day, until at four or five 
weeks they are to be fed entirely on 
cooked corn meal, with all the sour 
milk they will drink. Never feed any 
raw meal to your turkeys. It should 
always be cooked by baking until 
the turkeys are 23 months old, 
Feeding meal too soon, feeding un- 
cooked meal and feeding grain be- 
fore they are able to digest it will 
kill fully one-half of the brood. 

When six or eight weeks old, feed 
cracked corn or wheat screenings at 
night. Irom the time when you be- 
win feeding until they are fully 
feathered and have thrown out the 
yed on their heads, feed five or six 
times a day; then if insects are 
plenty they will thrive on two meals 
a day, cooked corn meal and pota- 
toes. in the morning and cracked 
corn or other grain at hight.

The ordinary turkey raiser trusts
